Introduction 

Junior High School has inaugurated a 
program of behavior modification. Behav- 
ior modification is a name given to the 
practice of applying principles of learning 
in order to change behavior. The program 
is a system of rewards which can be 
manipulated to develop new patterns of 
behavior which, hopefully, will become 
habitual. 

For our purposes, we are attempting 
to manipulate the student’s environment 
in such a way as to affect a change in 
his behavior. The program is designed to 
decellerate unacceptable behavior and ac- 
celerate desirable behavior. The theory 
behind this is, if a student under- 
stands that a desired consequence can be 
achieved by specified behavior, he will 
alter his behavior in order to achieve that 
consequence. By reinforcing desired be- 
havior and ignoring (within reasonable 
limits) unacceptable behavior, we hope 
to improve the student’s behavior. 

This program was tried the last 3 weeks 
of the 1968-1969 school year. This school 
year it was started in October and is plan- 
ned to continue during the remainder of 
the year. 

Operational Procedure 

Each Monday morning a “good work 
marks” sheet is issued to each student 
first period (8:00). The student carries his 
own sheet with him from class to class 
throughout each day of the week. He 
receives marks from each of five academic 
teachers during each day. These same 
students also attend vocational and physi- 
cal education classes each day, however 
these two departments are not involved 
in this program. 

On the last day of each week the students 
total and then turn in their “good work 
mark sheets” to their last academic teach- 
er of the day. The sheets are forwarded to 
that class’s homeroom teacher who in turn 


must check all totals and enter them in 
the student’s personal “bank account”, a 
sheet on which all deposits, withdrawals, 
weekly and grand totals are kept. 

The following Tuesday is designated 
“bank day”. At that time all students are 
individually shown their bank account 
balance and given a duplicate copy. They 
may then fill out a withdrawal slip in any 
amount up to their account limit. The 
withdrawal slip is presented to the teacher 
and script cards of 100 or 1000 point 
denominations are provided. (Each script 
slip is broken down into 5 and 10 point 
sections which may be crossed off as the 
child “spends” his script.) The following 
day is designated as activity day. 

During the activity day, each teacher 
provides a self-directed activity for each 
45 minute class; no tests are given, and 
no new concepts are initiated. Each stu- 
dent has the option of buying out of any 
class (for a specific number of points), 
and going to any one of a number of high 
interest areas (additional points are 
charged for each of these areas commen- 
surate with their interest level). A few 
examples of these high interest areas and 
their cost are as follows: 

GAME ROOM: Various games such as 
checkers, chess, fighting tops, table 
pool, football, and baseball are provided. 
COST: 65 points (40 points for leaving 
class for 40 minutes, and 25 points for 
entering the game room).

MOVIES: Occasionally during an acti- 
vity day entertainment films are shown. 
COST: For each 40 minute block of time 
40 points for leaving class and 35 points 
for entering “theater”.

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Do You Have a Moment? 

Once again we are nearing the finish line 
of another school year. This one has 
gone exceedingly well in comparison with 
some of the past years. I hope that future 
years are 'better. This year we have had 
more parents involved with the school 
and I think this is reflected in the behavior 
of the students. 

I think the Parent Teacher Counselor 
Association has shown great growth in its 
work.

which was well represented by parents, an 
open house for parents was planned which 
included class visitations, a tour of the 
campus, and an opportunity for the parents 
to have lunch with their children. In the 
eight years I have been here I have never 
seen as many parents on campus at the 
same time with the exception of graduation 
time. I thought the day was a complete 
success. To those of you who were unable 
to attend, you missed something very 
worthwhile. 

At the time of this writing, the PTCA 
is planning a picnic for the middle of 
April. It is to be a “potluck”, “do it your- 
self”, “bring the family” 'affair, and I hope 
all of you will plan to attend. 

No school year passes without some 
problems developing. We have experienced 
one type of behavior which is unaccept- 
able. .Several of the older pupils have 
shown aggressive attitudes towards coun- 
selors and faculty. This is something with 
which parents can help us. We 'feel that 
with better communication between par- 
ents and the school this type of behavior 
will lessen. Some say this behavior is a 
product of the times and that it is going 
to persist as long as we restrict the free- 
dom of our teenagers. I feel that when we 
let down restrictions and fail to enforce 
acceptable behavior we are in for trouble. 
At any rate, we can handle these problems 
with the help of you parents. All you 
have to do is visit us and get in touch 
with us when you feel there is a prob- 
lem with your child.

STUDENT STORE: Various items desired 
by students of this age and interest are 
provided for sale. Items such as make- 
up, costume jewelery, models, games, 
pencils, and papers are available for 
sale. 

COST: 20 points to leave the classroom 
for 20 minutes. Bach item is labeled 
with its value.

LIBRARY: A quiet library area is pro- 
vided for reading or studying (perhaps 
for catching up on homework). 

COST: 40 points for 40 minutes, and an ad- 
ditional 15 points for entering the library. 
* * * 

In order to participate in any of these 
activities the student must fill out a 
room pass where he specifies his destina- 
tion, amount of time he wishes to stay out, 
and his departure time. This pass is pre- 
sented to his teacher, and the appropriate 
number of points is crossed off (at this 
time he pays both for the time he will be 
out of the room as well as the entrance 
fee for the interest area selected). 

The basis on which these ‘‘good work 
marks” may be earned is as follows: there 
is a total of five academic classes in which 
a student may earn points (this is a total 
of 25, forty-five minute classes per week; 
the total number of points possible during 
any 45 minute class is 12 (this gives a 
weekly total of 300 points). 

The breakdown on the block of 12 points 
per class is as f ollows : 2 points for 
arriving on time and beginning a ten 
minute period of self- directed activity 
immediately; 2 points for having all appro- 
priate materials on the desk (textbooks, 
notebooks, pencils, homework, etc) ; 2 

points for continuing the self directed as- 
signment for a full 10 minutes without any 
prompting from the teacher. This leaves an 
additional 6 points for the remaining 30 
minute block of time. These points may be 
given out at the teacher’s discretion for 
“student behavior appropriate to the class 
assignment.” An example of how one 
teacher uses these points is: 2 points for 
paying strict attention to the assigned 
task; 2 more points for active involvement 
in this task (asking appropriate questions, 


volunteering information, etc.) ; and final- 
ly, the last two points for any creative 
contribution to the class assignment. 

Additional bonus points are allotted for 
special projects such as science notebooks, 
special reports, and other activities not 
directly involved with daily class activi- 
ties. Bonus points may also be earned if an 
advanced student buys out of a class dur- 
ing the open-structure day in order to 
work with a student in another class who 
needs special help. Bonus points are also 
earned for grade improvement on report 
cards. 

A student activities committee consisting 
of representatives from first, second 
and third year classes assist in planning 
the various special activities as well 
as in selecting and purchasing items 
for the student store. 

Pictures explaining the various ac- 
tivities involved in the program will be 
found in this issue of the Junior Palms. 

CSDR’s First CIF Play-Off Game 

CSDR was selected to represent the 
Arrowhead League as the third place 
team in the California Interscholastic 
Federation’s annual Class A play-offs. 
This was the first time a CSDR team was 
so honored and it is a fine tribute to the 
team and the coaching of Seymour Bern- 
stein. CSDR was paired with Lutheran 
High School, third place finisher in the 
Olympic League. 

Because the Olympic League did not 
finish play until February 20 and also 
because Monday was a legal holiday, Lu- 
theran was unable to inform its students 
of the play-off berth, so the anticipated 
crowd for the game fell far below expecta- 
tions. 

Another disappointment for the CSDR 
fans was the last minute sickness of Rex 
Leadingham, our top scorer, who was sent 
home prior to the game by the school doc- 
tor. The team played well and trailed by 
only two at the end of the first quarter 
but at half time they were behind 38-30. 
The final score was 76-62 with Lutheran 
going on in the play-offs and CSDR elim- 
inated. Ken Watson was the game’s, high 
scorer with 25 but it was a great team 
effort with all the boys contributing to 
scoring and defense. The team is to be 
congratulated for their fine effort.
